The Right-wing Opposition parties intend to move a vote of “no 


confidence in the Government. 


Knesset Members now abroad are 


reported to have been asked to return in time for the debate.

ANCIENT SYNAGOGUE 
UNEARTHED 
JERUSALEM 

An ancient synagogue, one of the 
largest ever discovered in Israel, has 
been unearthed near kibbutz Nirim in 
the vecinity of the Gaza Strip. , 

The discovery provides evidence of 
ihe existence of a -prosperous Jewish 
community in the town of Maon. Coins 
from the reian of Justinian in the sixth 
century have been found, 

The excavators unearthed a mosan 
floor. a foundation for the Ark, and 
niual symbols, including a menorah, 
shofar, etrog, and lulav.—4J.T.A.) 


The Mapam Central Committee has 
adopted a resolution approving the 
action taken by the two Mapam 
Ministers, Mr. Mordechai Bentov and 
Mr. Israel Barzilai, in voting, during 
the Cabinet discussions, against the 
Government's statement on the Ejisen- 
hower Doctrire.

A fateful decision faces Mapam 
Intensive discussions are taking place 
between the party leaders to find a way 
olf remaiming im the Government while 
al the same time ‘demonstrating their 
oppasition to the Eisenhower Doctrine 
Onc suggestion that the Mapam 
Ministers should abstain from voting in 
support of the Government's policy while 
the Mapam Members of the Knesset 
should have freedom of action—which 
would, in fact, mean that they would 
vote against the Governmeni. 

Mapai, Mr. Ben-Gurion’s party, would 
be opposed to such a course because 
the Government would be hard pressed 
to obtain a majority. Achdut Avoda. 
which is much less ideologically involved 
in the controversy than Mapam, would 
be content if allowed to abstain in the 
voting, but the party is not expecied io 
remain in the Coalition should Mr. Ben- 
Gurion dismiss the Mapam Ministers 

Mr. Ben-Gurion and the other Mapai 
leaders, while insisting on some degree 
of adherence to collective Government 
responsibility, are anxious to continuc 
working together with their presenti 
partners in the Coalition.

FIVE JEWS TO 
BE TRIED 


J.N.F. Officials Released 


on Bail

PARIS 

Five officials of the Jewish Nationa! 
Fund in Tunisia, who were arrested 
last Saturday by the Tunisian secret 
police and later released on bail, are 
to be tried on charges of “un- 
authortsed collection of -funds” and 
other Zionist activities next Monday. 

An official communiqué issued by the 
Tunisian Government stated that last 
Thursday the Sureté Nationale had 
learned of the “subversive activitics 
and Zionist propaganda” conducted 
among lLunisian Jews. After a search 
of the ‘offices of the Jewish Nationa! 
Fund in Tunis, Sousse, Sfax. and Gabes. 
“certam sums have been confiscated 
and officials, caught * red-handed.” had 
been arresied 

Ihe communiqué also stated that the 
offices of the Jewish Agency had been 
closed and the emigration of Jews sus- 
pended. Ihe Director of the Agency's 
office in Tunisia, Mr. Markuze, who is 
an Israeli cnizen. was arrested toeecther 
wih hes two colleagues, Mr. Farfaki 
aiso an israch, and M. Ekberg. a French 
citizen. -They appeared before a Magrts- 
trate and were released after being 
interrogated 


Agency Offices Reopened 


While the offices of the Jewish Agency 
have heen reopened, the officials of the 
J.N.F. are to appear: before a court, the 
Fund not having applied for a renewal 
of iis registration granied by the French 
Proiectoraie authorities following the 
establishment of the independem Tunisian 
State 

The micasures taken against the J.N.F. 
are seen here as being an indirect result 
of . Franco-Tunian. tension following 
France's: decision to suspend her credits 
to the new State. The Tunisian authori- 
ties apparently thought that the funds 
collected by the J.N.F. in the past year 
were much higher, and could make a 
notable coniribution to. the . State's 
finances. 

There now appears, however, to be a 
common desire to minimise the incident, 
which was feared at first to be a possibie 
harbinger of serious difficulties for the 
Jewish community in Tunisia. Relations 
between the authorities and the com- 
munity remain on a friendly basis. 


ISRAELI AND FOUR 
ARABS KILLED 


Incidents Near Gaza

JERUSALEM 

An Israeli tractor driver from the 
Kissufim settlement near the Gaza 
Strip has died im hospital from 
wounds received when his tractor 
struck a mine on a road on Wednes- 
day. A watchman was wounded in 
the same incident and was taken to 
hospital, 

The U.N. Security Council is to be 
informed of the incident. An_ Israeli 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said that the 
Government considered this to be a 
particularly serious incident as it_ pro- 
vided new evidence that the U.N. Emer- 
gency Force was not capable of 
effectively maintaining security on the 
border. | 

The spokesman recalled the various 
measures which Unef had proposed to 
prevent incidents and said that it was 


apparent that Egypi had succeded 


in scotching them. 

Four Arab iniiitrators, reported to 
have come from the Gaza Strip, were 
killed on Saturday near Kibbutz Beeri, 
an army spokesman announced. 

An Isracli patrol encountered the 
Arabs and challenged them but all four 
ran away and were shot and killed.

Social discrimination in American 
suburban life which, if unchecked, 
could conceivably result in a new type 
of segregation marked by “ sycamore- 
laned ghettoes " was a pressing con- 
cern of the Anti-Defamation League 
of the B'nai B'rith, declared Mr. 
Benjamin R. Epstein, the National 
Director of the League, here on 


Sunday. 


Mr. Epsicin, who was speaking at the 
annual convention of the Bnai B'rith 
District No. 1, whose 100,000 members 


live in the north-castern States of the 
U.S.A. and Canada, stated that “ preju- 
diced practices” in the suburbs of 
American towns were bedevilling rga- 
tions between Christians and Jews,

“junatic fringe" of antisemitic 
rabb’e rousers, he went on, was now of 
no consequence. Discrimination, how- 
ever, in the business world and industry 
was a source of concern, The poison wis 
apphed subily. While more Jews were 
being employed in such concerns ut was 
becoming increasingly difficult for them 
to obtain promotion, 

Mr. Arnold Forster, the Civil Rights 
Director of the League, reported a sharp 
decline in religious and racial discrimina- 
tion by college fraternities. 

There had been a “ revolution” in the 
social attitude of the students, he said. 
Only ten of the 61 fraternity. groups in 
the National Association retained dis- 
criminatory clauses in their charters. 

Judge vid Rose, of Boston, stated 
that of 2,731 resorts 30 per cent indulged 
in discriminatory practices. He urged 
business men aod civic groups not io 
hold conferences in those places.

up to such erave errors However, 
thes had remained evasive when 
questioned about. the future of Jewish 
culture in Russia. 


Soviet Claims 


Despite official Soviet cluims that 
assimilation. is so widespread that few 
Jews are interested in Judaism, Maitre 
Blume! found however that large 
numbers of Jews Speak Yiddish. 
and that many of them also know 
Hebrew. Several rabbis claimed that if 
Hebrew classes could he Siarted there 
would be no shortage of qualified 
teachers. There has incontesiably been 
a marked revival of interest m things 
Jewish during the last few years in 
Russia, but the Jews are deprived of 
media of self-expression in the form of 
newspapers, books, and theatres. and 
schools are lacking. 

Maitre Blumel asceriained that anii- 
semitism, although officially banned. still 
exists in the Soviet Union, 40 years after 
the downfall of Tsarism. and is particu- 
larly strong in the Ukraine. Tainis of 
antisemitism have, moreover. 
brought back from Rumania, Hungary. 
and Poland by Red Army men who have 
lately been stationed in those countries. 

While Jews are marked down in their 
identity cards or passports as being of 
“ Jewish nationality. they do not enjoy 
the privileges accotded to all other 
nations in the U.S.5.R.. cach of which has 
its own autonomous Republic. Maitre 
Blume! was handed an impressive list of 
Jews who at present hold scnior posts in 
the Government, civil service, and armed 
forces. It was pointed out to him. how- 
ever, that under the governmental 
decentralisation scheme now launched by 
Mr. Khruschevy, many Jews im key 
economic positions will find themselves 
ousted, not because they happen to be

... the vow of a Natirite, to con- 
secrate himself unto the Lord 
(Num. vi, 2). 


NE of the rabbis taught that 
the Nazirite, who denies 
himself wine, is a holy man. 

Another rabbi taught that he is a 
sinner. Contrary to the generally 
accepted view, there is room in the 
wide range of Jewish religious 
expression for ascetic tendencies, 

There have been great Jews who 
have mterpreted the call of religion in 
world-renouncing terms, who have 
striven mightily to subdue the flesh. 
And there have beer others, equally 
great, who have preached a life- 
affirming religion, who looked upon 
the pleasures of this world not as the 
snares of temptation but as God's gift 
to His creatures. 

Naturally, it is the second view 
which is popular today. The modern 
temper is impatient with the sell- 
tormenting recluse. It considers his 
condition to be unhealthy and unwise 
if not morbid and pathological. Our 
age accepts the ruling that the Nazirtite 
iS a Sinner, 


WHEN, however, the modern Jew 

stresses the life-affirming aspects 
of his faith, is he always aware of the 
full implications of his doctrine ? He 
is certainly far off the mark if he 
interprets the view that Judaism 
encourages its adherents to love life 
aS meaning that Judaism is an easy 
religion. ~“ What is to God js to God, 
what 1s to man is to man” may be 
a comfortable compromise for the 


half-committed. It does not corre- 
spond to any recognisable version of 
the ancestral faith. A meaningful 


rehgion demands all or it demands 
nothing 

Ihe idea that the Nazirite is a 
sinner is no open door to self- 
indulgence. The opposite is the truth 
Ihe hermit, the ascetic, the recluse 
cannot see how the ideal life can be 
lived m an imperfect society. They 
cons¢gquently withdraw from the 
world in a»desperate attempt to 
preserve undiluted the precious wine 
of true spirituality. 

Ihe other view we do right to 
embrace looks upon this as a form 
of escapism. The world needs the 
good man and the good mar needs 
the world. There are wrongs to be 


righted, evils to be overcome, oppor- 
tunities to help those in need, potenti- 
alities for good to be realised, beauty 
to be created, truth to be sought. In 
the words of Zohar, man was created 
to turn darkness into light, to make 
the bitter sweet. The good Jew must 
have the courage to go out into the 
world and participate to the full im 
the world’s work without losing his 
sense of consecration. 


HE ministering angels, says the 

mystics, are calied im Scripture 
“those who stand still.” Man here 
on earth is called “he who walks.” 
For only by fighting evil in an 
imperfect world can there be progress 
on the road leading to God. If the 
Nazirite is described as “ consecrated 
unto God,” the good man in the world 
is consecrated to God in a higher 
sense. For the King of kings is best 
served not by the Sweet singer mouth- 
ing His praises far from the heat of 
the battle. but by the brave warrior 
who fights that His truth may triumph,

Mr. Elie Eliachar, President of the 
Council of the Sephardi Community 
in Jerusalem, and a member of the 
Executive of the World Ort Union.

“SEND TEST SHIP” 


Maccabi Brains Trust 
View

to exterminate the Jews), said he pon 
not see what useful purpose could be 
served by the atiempt. The ship would 
be stopped by the Egyptians and this 
would jead to more endiess discussion 
m the United Nations. Kt would be 
better to wait. 

Mr. Mishcon said that Isracl should 
definitely make the attempt. She already 
had a clear righi to use the Canal and 
would be perfectly entitled to fight her 
way through Suez, he said. 

Mr. Golding, agrecing with Mr.

ISRAEL’S LINKS 
WITH LIBERIA 


Trade Relations 
Developed 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. Simon Simonovitch, the Presi- 
dem of the Liberian Chamber ol 
Commerce and the Hon. Consul of 
Isracl in Liberia, has been spending 
a few days in London with his wile 
en route for Geneva where he is to 
join the Liberian delegation to the 
conference of the International 
Labour Organisation due to be held 
there. 

He told me in an interview thai he 
was born in Kiev 6) years ago, and 
after living in a sumber of European 
countries emigrated to Liberia in 1941. 
He founded the Liberian Chamber ol! 
Commerce m 1950, and had been 1\s 
President ever since. The majority of 
the members of the Chamber were 
Lebanesc. 

Apart from his own family, Mr. 
Simonovitch said, the only other Jewish 

rmanent residents in the couniry were 
Mr and Mrs. P. Baum, of Monrovia 
But there were about a dozen Israc!is 
working for the Liberian Consirucion 
Company, an Israeli concern. This firm 
was assisting the Liberian Government 
in its building programme and pubdiic 
works «hemes. One of the buildings 
had erected was the Antoinctic Tubman 
Orphanage, named after the wife of the 
Liberian President. 

Few Jewish Residents 

The captain of Presidem Tubman's 
yacht, Mr. Simonovich told me, was 
Commander Edward Sharon, of tik 
israch Navy, and the sicward was 4 
Lebanese. Trade relations between 
Liberia and the Jewish Staic were deme, 
developed. Last year Liberia imporicd 
building matenals from Israc! and a 
contract had been signed for the expor'! 
to Isracl of Liberian cofice, which is 
of very fine quality. 

Mr. Semonoviich .was appoinicd Israel 
Consul m Liberia in 1954, and hx 
told me that m 1956 Mr. Shlomo Mor«!, 
an Israch, had been appomied Liberian 
Hon. Consul in Tel Aviv.

U.S.A. ARMS TO SAUDI ARABIA 
Possible Use Against Israel

A suggestion that the British repre- 
sentative at the United Nations shoul J 
be instructed to raise in the Security 
Council the question of the export of 
arms by the U.S.A. to Saudi Arabia, 
was rejected by Mr, SeLwyn LLovp, 
Foreign Secretary, in the Commons on 


Monday. 

Mr. Exanvuet (Lab., Easing- 
ton) put the suggestion forward “ in view 
of the threat wo world peace involved 
in Saudi Arabia's declared micniion to 
use those arms against Israel in the Gulf 
of Aqaba.” 

Mr. Lioyd said that be had studied 
some of the Saudi Arabian statemenis 
in that connection. The latest was in a 
letter dated May 7, in which the Saud) 
Aratan Permanem Representative at the 
Linited Nations had stated that his 
Government reserved its rights to take 
action to defend tts imterests m con- 
formity wiih the United Nations Charicr. 
In thase circumstances his answer to Mr. 
Shinwell’s request was “ No.” 

Mr. Shinwell asked if the Forcign 
Secretary realised that the export of arms 
from any quarter to Saudi Arabia was 
vst a repetition of the situation thal 
prevailed before the Suez affair, when 
Fevpt was provided with arms by the 
Linted Kingdom and by other countries 

Mr. Lievd replied that the arms were 
supplied on the understanding that they 
should be used to foster internationa!

DR. E. SOMMERSTEIN 


The death is reported from New 
York of Dr. Emil Sommerstein, 
leader of Polish Jewry for many 
years before the Second World War, 
and Minister for Jewish Affairs in the 
first post-war Polish Government.

Dr. Sommerstcin. who lived in the 
United States since 
1946. was born in 
Poland and was 
active all his life 
in Jewish political, 
educational, and 
business circles. 
At the beginning of 
the last war he was 
ilaken to Russia.

Soviet authorites. 
After his release he 
became Chairman 
of the Centra! 
Jewish Committee

the U.S.S.R. to escape the Nazis. Many 
of them went to Israel, with Dr. Sommer-

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NEW U.S.A. ZIONIST GROUP 
Z.0.A. Declared. to be “ Moribund ” 


From our Own Correspondent 


New YorK 

Amid opposition from other 
Zionist groups in the United States a 
new organisation came into being 
here last week dedicated to reviv- 
ing Zionism in America under the 
title “the American Jewish League 
for Israel.” 

Practically the only debate during the 
founding sesssions was over the name , 
a minority, led by Mr. Louis Lipsky, the 
veteran Zionist leader, demanded that the 
organisation be called the American 
Zionist League for Israel. The most 
this group was able to obtain, however, 
was the addition, in smaller type, under 
the name: “ Affiliated with the World 
Zionist Organisation. 

The proceedings took place in the 
same hotel where, just 15 years. ago 
almost to the day, the Biltmore Pro- 
gramme was adopted, in which American 
Zionists pledged themselves to devote 
their entire energies to the creation of a 
Jewish State. 


Pressure on Israeli Envoy 


Tremendous pressure had been pul on 
the Isracli Ambassador, Mr. Abba Eban. 
and the President of the World Zionist 
Organisation, Dr. Nahum Goldmann.

JEWS AND THE DIAMOND 
EXCHANGES 


From ALEXANDER BEHR—Antwerp 


NTWERP has a long tradition 
in diamond polishing, which 
goes back several hundred 


years. 


Jews are known to have lived 
there im the sixteenth century #s 
refugees from the Spanish and 
Portuguese Inquisitions ; they were 
known as Marranos or New Chris- 
tlians, and there were merchant 
princes among them who imported 
diamonds and other precious stones 
trom India. 

Bui it was only when diamonds 
began to arrive from the Cape in the 
last century that Jews became actively 
engaged in the industry, and numbers 
began to settle in the Low Countries. 
Jews are now represented im all 
branches of the Antwerp diamond 
industry, but their chief rdle js, as 
before the war. im the export trade, 
due to their overseas relations, par- 
ticularly in the United States and 


The announcements on the notice 
boards reflect the multifarious activi- 
ties, both educational and social, in 
Antwerp, and the  black-bordered 
cards of the Chevra Kadisha are also 
fixed on the walls of the four 
exchanges. The term “ Mazzel and 
is still wsed both by Jews 
and non-Jews to clinch a sale. 

Several thousand people attend the 
exchanges every day. a large -propor- 
ton of whom are Jews, seeing that 
practically the whole of Antwerp 
Jewry  cngaged in the same trade 
and industry—-perhaps a nique 
phenomenon. 

There were 50.000 Jews in Antwerp 
before the war. but there are only 
about 10.000 left after the mass 
deportations by the Nazis. A number 
of Jews settled after the war and have 
also been absorbed in the diamond 
industry.

Antwerp is transacted in the four 
diamond exchanges, which are situated 
in close preaimity in the Pelrcan 
Street. the name of which is now 
synonymous with diamonds. 

The oldest of these ts the Diamond 
Club. but the “ Beurs voor Diamant- 
hamdcl.” or Bourse, is now the more 
popular. ht has dowbled its menrber- 
ship since the end of the war. It ts 
named after the old Antwerp 
“ Bourse.” which is one of the first 
commercial exchanges in the world. 
When the Diamond Bourse attained 
its Golden Jubilee a few vears ago, 
leading personalities, including several 
Minrsters, 
reflecting the importance of the 
diamond industry in the cconomy of 
the country. 

Although the primary object of the 
diamond exchanges is. the sale of 
diamonds, they have not only a com- 
mercial but also a social character. 
There are safe deposits, reading rooms, 
and restaurants on the premises. 

Many of the members and visitors 
from abroad spend their whole day 
there, and people frequent. the 
exchanges not only for business but 
also for relaxation. Communal affairs 
are discussed there, and collections are 
often .made fer charity.

BURIAL OF LIBERAL 
JEWS 


Infringement of the Din 
Alleged 


From our Correspondent 


SYDNEY 

At the monthly meeting of the 
Victorian Jewish Board of Deputies, 
held recently in Melbourne, corre- 
spondence between the Melbourne 
Beth Din and the Board was read in 
which it was stated that the plan to 
establish a Liberal section at the 
local Jewish cemetery was not in 
accordance with Jewish law. 


The Beth Din considered that the 
Temple Beth Israci was infringing Jewish 
law by burying persons who were not 
Jews according to Jewish law, and also 
by employing non-Jewish  funcral 
societies. 

The Melbourne Beth Din has objected 
to the present policy concerning Jewish 
funerals. At present anybody can 
buried in the general section of the 
Jewish cemetery if he has been certifed 
as being Jewish by any constituent of 
the Victorian Jewish Board of Deputies. 
This would enable the Liberal Congrega- 
tion, Beth Israel, to bury in the general 
section persons who, in the opimion of 
the Beth Din, would not be Jews accord- 
_ ing to Jewish law. 

After a long debate the matter was 
referred back to the Executive of the 
Roard in order to work out a scheme 


which would be acceptable to the Beth 


Din and the Board.

Propaganda from

BERLIN 


An increasing amount of anti- 
Jewish propaganda, mostly of foreign 
origin, is being distributed tn the 
Federal Republic, according to 
information received here by the 
Social Democrat Party. 


The party's daily press bulletin states 
that the Britons Publishing Company 1s 
one of the suppliers of the material. 
The company has circulated an ant 
Jewish pamphlet entitled “World Rule 
From 1950” by Hilary Cotter, who ts 
a member of the international fascist 
organisation, Natinform. 

The Arab countries, especially Egypt, 
are another source of anti-semitic 
propaganda distributed in Germany, the 
Social Democrat bulletin states. Former 
leading Nazis, it says, have sect up an 
anti-Jewish propaganda centre in Cairo 
to disseminate this propaganda. A 
prominent member of the centre 1s 
Dr. Johannes von Leers, who has flooded 
the Federal Republic with an increasing 
number of anti-Jewish leaflets and 
pampleis in recent months. 

Another Arab anti-Jewish publishing 
centre is the World Truth League in 
Jordan. Among other things this group 
publishes a letter in German, edited by 
a European representative of the Arab 
League, Jean Maurice Bauserd. 

The Swedish Jew-baiter Einar Aberg 
has been distributing anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda material in the Federal Republic 
for years. Most of this material comes 
from sources in the United States. The 
main supplier there is the Committee 
for International Justice, headed by 
Keith Thompson. a former. American 
agent of the neo-Nazi Socialist Reich 
Party, and George Vicreck. 


EX-S.S. MEN HECKLE 
YOUTH LEADER

A spokesman of the German 
Socialist youth #movement was 
howled down and his remarks were 
punctuated by derisive laughter when 
at a rally attended by 800 former S.S 
men here recently he condemned 
crimes committed by the Nazis. 

The object of the meeting, organised 
by the North Rhine-Westphalian branch 
of former members of the Waffen S.S5.. 
was to demonstrate that ex-members of 
the organisation were not anti-democratic 
in outlook. 

Representatives of several political 
parties, including the Social Democrats. 
the Free Democrats. the German Party, 
and the neo-Nazi German Reich Party, 
attended the rally. But whereas the 
remarks of extremist speakers, who con- 
demned the war crimes trials, were 
warmly applauded, those of the moderates 
were interspersed with heckling and 
booing. 

The Social Democrat. speaker, Klaus 
Voigt, was at pains to show that there 
was a difference in outlook between the 
Nazi Allgemeine 5.S., a purely political 
organisation which had been implicated 
in war crimes, and the Waffen S.S., which 
had been a regular Army group. 

Diissetdorf the Deurscue Sot paren- 
ZEITUNG, ofgan of the ulitra-Nationalist 
German - soldiers’. organisations, has 
criticised the showing of the French docu- 
mentary film about life in concentration 
camps, claiming that neither the regular 
German Army nor the Waffen S.S. can 
be held to be responsible for the crimes 
committed there. 

The local branch of the Waffen SS. 
held a rally in the town last weck pro- 
testing against what it termed the 
defamation " of the group by persons 
accusing it of responsibility for Nazi war 
crimes.

CHALLENGE OF THE DESERT 


By Dr. GABRIELE TERGIT 


” HE Struggle Between the 
Desert and the Sown, 4 
book by Professor Adolf 

Reifenberg, of the Hebrew Univer- 

sity, describing the rise and fall of 

agriculture in the Levant, with 72 

illustrations, published 

sthumously in Jerusalem. 

W. C. Lowdermilk, the 

American authority on soil erosion, 

writes in his introduction: “ Civilisa- 

tion is today running a race with 
famine. Here is a challenge greater 
than the challenge of war. For the 

carrying capacity of the earth for a 

human population is like unto that of 

a pasture for cattle; it depends on 

the food harvested.” 

The Middle East has suffered an 
amazing decline over the years 10 
population and standard of living. 
Neither climatic conditions nor topo 
graphy has changed appreciably in 
historical times. But the destruction 
of vegetation began with the trees. 
Cedars were transported to Egypt as 
early as the third millennium B.C.E., 
and the destruction of woodland is 
still going on. Large forests existed in 
Transjordan up to the First Work 
War. when they were destroyed by the 
Turks to provide fuel for their 
locomotives. 


Vegetation Destroyed 


Richard Ceeur de Lion found the 
undergrowth in the Sharon very diffi- 
cult to penetrate, and Tasso termed it 
the “enchanted forest.” Ihe oak 
trees have now made way for orange 
groves, but south of Jaffa, where there 
were formerly pines, there are now 
sand dunes. The pine and oak forests 
of Mount Carmel have been destroyed 
during the past thirty years. 

The main reason for the destruction 
of the vegetation was and js over- 
grazing. At first the shepherd moved 
from pasture to pasture, but when the 
number of farmers increased the shep- 
herd became ousted from his grazing 
erounds, Cain, the tiller of the 
ground, slew Abel the keeper of 
sheep, for the shepherds. raided the 
settlements of the farmers and left 
destruction in their wake. This is a 
curse not only of the Levant—the 
Great Wall of China was built by 
farmers to keep the nomads out. 
Rabbi Akiba said: “ Those who rear 
small. cattle and cut down good trees 
will. see no sign of blessing.” 

In. the Levant the soil is washed 


away by the torrential winter rains — 


and baked by the pitiless sun in 
summer. Irrigation and water storage 
are necessary. The terracing system 
of the Byzantines was the main 
reason for their agricultural success in 
the Negev. Hedges of tamarisks were 
planted, which held the soil and broke 
the force of the wind. Modern 
Beduin sow their corn on terraces 
whose walls are preserved. The 
quantity of soil which is removed cach 
year in Palestine in a territory of 
about 8,000 square kilometres (some 
3,100 square miles) is one millimetre 
per year or two metres of soil since 
Romatr times. This rate -is far 
greater than ordinary soil formation 
through weathering,” the book states. 


Early Irrigation 


livigation was widely practised in 
prehistoric times. About 1300 B.c.r. 
a mortar was invented so impervious 
to water that it could be used in the 
construction of rain-collecting cisterns 
and aqueducts, which carried water 
huge distances to fields and gardens. 
Hammurabi introduced water legisla- 
ion in Babylonia in 1700 sce. 
Owners of property had to keep 
canals, dikes, and river embankments 
in good repair; the maintenance of 
the principal canals was the duty of 
the State. Waste land was rent-free 
for the first three years if taken over 
for reclamation purposes. 

The water-bearing strata in the 
underground were exploited by the 
Romans, Wells were dug at short 
intervals in order to tap the trickle 
Of water at the base of the layers, 
until a small underground stream was 
created. “This made cultivation pos- 
sible far out in the desert. Such 
chains of shafts, completely choked 
up, have been found in Transjordan. 
After cleaning, the flow was forty to 
sixty cubic metres per hour. The 
military centre of the Seleucids was 
Apamea with 500,000 inhabitants.

With the breakdown of an efficient 
administration the State was no longer 
able to protect the cultivator against 
the plundering nomads. The Empire 
of Ur collapsed because of his con- 
stamt pressure. Im the nineteenth and 
eighteenth centuries B.C.E. the Hebrew 
tribes had settled among them under 
their Patriarchs. The Babylon con. 
quest almost entirely devastated the 
flourishing villages and towns in the 
Judean mountains. When the Persian 
king, Cyrus, allowed the Jews to 
return, the deserted villages and towns 
were rebuilt. 

But in no period was SO much of 
the land between the desert and the 
sown brought under cultivation as in 
Roman times. The population of 
Svria and Palestine had by then 
reached five to six millions, of whom 
about two millions lived in Palestine 
As late as the second century Hadrian 
was able to destroy fifty large Jewish 
places and 985 important villages in 
Palestine. The population of the 
Negev was still, in Byzantine times. 
80,000 or 100,000 persons, whereas 
the total nomad population in 
last years of the Mandate was on! 
50,000. Forty-two towns and villiees 
were situated within a radius of a few 
miles in the fifth century. Only four- 
teen .of these are inhabited by a 
wretched handful of peasants toda 


Crusaders’ Settlement 


The Crusaders brought new ways 
of life, but not new methods of ax 
culture. On the contrary, the strangers 
had to learn from the native pop 
tion. There were still quite a numbe:

Measures for Improvement

WASHINGTON 


Definite steps have been taken in recent weeks to re-establish friendly 
relations between the U.S.A. and Israel, which deteriorated following the 
Sinai action last October. American economic and technical aid to Israel 
has been resumed, and most of the American technical experts are back 
at their former posts in Isracl. The amount of aid Israel will receive 
under the revived programme will be between $20,000,000 and $25,000,000. 
The purchase of surplus food products by Israel has also been resumed, 


and the ban on travel removed. 


in addition, negotiations have 
restarted for the granting of a 
<75,000,000 loan to Israel by the 
USA. Export-import Bank. The 
Bank had originally sponsored a 
special economic cussion, which was 
io have gone to Israel last November 
‘o study the purpose and utilisation 
of the lean, but on the eve of its 
departure the owssion’s trip was can- 
celled. Now the mission will be 
reconstituted and is expected to Icave 
for Israel at the beginning of July. 
The Export-Import Bank is reported 
‘o regard the loan favourably and is 
expected to approve it as soon as the 
eicson returns from Israel. The State 
partment, however, is. said to be 
ng certain difficulties and to be 
on conditions, among ihcm that 
iwact erves assurances that she will refrain 
from making a@y embarrassing moves or 
taking belligerent acon to press her 
rts of free passage through the Suez 
Canal and the Gulf of Aqaba. 


Vir. Eisenhower's Statement 


Roh President Eisenhower and Mr. 
Dulles, the Secretary of State, have said 
at recent press conferences that they 
would not ofject to Israel making a 
peaceful test her right of free passage 
hrough the Canal, but for Isracl to use 
force in the evem of Egypt blocking such 
nassage would be “ reprehensibic.” Mr, 
Lisenahower was naive enough to tell 
pressmen thet Egypt can be 
scound to allowing Israch ships through 
he Suez Canal. Mr. Dulles said that 
he U S.A. would not approve Egypt's 
niecking of the Canal since all ships, 
ncluding Isracl’s, have the of free 
put Seat Ge. 

The American leaders were emphatic, 
however, in stavuag they would not look 
wih favour on any aliempt by israc 
‘o impose her right of free passage by 
an act of wary Mr, Etsenhower noicd 
that he would prefer to see the matier— 
as well as the contention that the Gulf 
Aqaba i an waterway 

“oroperly decided” by the World 
Court or the U.N. Council. 

In line with current indications of an 
moroverment in U.S.A.-Israch relations, 
is worth noting the address recently 
made m Dallas by Mr. William 
M. Rountree, Assistant Secretary 
Sate for Near Eastern Affairs, In 
Mr. Rowntree referred to extremist 
lcaders ™ on the Middle East, who are 
espousing a “ negative nationalism aimed 
olely at tearing down the past.” Those 
esders. he ‘sand. cher “a naive 
helief that nething cowld be worse than 
pad wer sock mg rela- 
Eas: - 

it is clear that Mr. Rountrce 


referring to Colonel Nasser and ihe 
Syrian leaders, who have wirned to 
Soviet Russia for arms and other 
assistance, although he did not meniion 
them by mame. Arab diplomats in 
Washingion are highly displeased with 
this address, the sharpest in recent years 
made by a senior Amxrican official 
against Arab leadership. 

Officials here have two goals in view. 
The long-tange objective calls for the 
isolation of Egypt and undermining the 
influence and prestige of Colonel Nasser. 
Though still appeasing him on such issucs 
as the Suez Canal, Washingion would 
shed no tears in the evem of Nasser’s 
downfall, because of his link with Mos- 
cow. The short-range goal is to drive 
a wedge between Egypt and Syria on the 
one hand, and the three Arab kingdom: of 
Saudi Arabia, iraq, and Jordan on the 
other. This would shew up the false 
fagade of Arab unity against the West 
and would make plain Communisi 
influence in Egypt and Syria. 

It was in pursuance of the latter 
objective that the U.S.A. recently gave 
Jordan $10,000000 as cconomic 
assistance,” which King Hussein readily 
accepted and immediately utilised to pay 
his troops. At the same time, Hussein 
rebufled Washington by declaring that he 
was not interesied in the Eisenhower 
Doctrine to safeguard the Middle East 
against Communism, and he refused to 
invite the President’s special emissary 
Mr. James P, Richards, to come to 
Amman to explain the purposs of the 
doctrine. 


Tour Cut Short 


Shortly thereafier President Eisenhower 
cut shert Mr. Richards’s tour, when i 
became clear that Egypt. Syria, aad 
Jordan would not pariicipaic im ihe 
military-cconomic features of the Emen- 
ower plan. Washingion fell « was 
low ts dignity to picad with thase 
three governments invitc the Pres- 
dent's emissary. While this poomee quite 
embarrassing to some of the pro-Arah 
officials in the State Departement. u did 
not prevem them from opposing Mr. 
Richards’s visit to Israel on the ground 
it would not “ sit well with the Arab 
leaders with whom the U S.A. must 
remain on good terms.” . 

Kt is reported here that King Saud & 
secking an additional $100,000,000 from 
the U.S.A. to make up for his revenuc 
losses when the Sucz Canal was closed 
and also for providing a subsidy to 
Jordan. The possibility is considered 
here that King Saud might trcome the 
“transmission beh” for U.S.A. aid to 
Jordan. This would serve the dua! pur- 
pose of extending help to King Hussein 
without commnaitiing the U.S.A. under Use 
Eisenhower Doctrine. and  avoling 
embarrassment 10. King Hussein for 
accepting aid from the U.S.A.

INCREASE 


Mr. Shragai: “A Blessed 
Year” 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In the first five months of this year 
over 42,000 new immigrants have 
gone to Isracl, and from last October 


until the end of May about 60,000 


will have entered the country, 
stated Mr. S. Z. Shragai, head of the 
Aliyah Department of the Jewish 
Agency in Jerusalem, when he 
addressed a press conference at 77 
Great Russell Street, W.C.1, on 
Monday. lt was “a blessed year 
for immigration, he added. 


‘Speaking of the situation of Jews in 
Egypt, Mr. Shragai stated that by the 
end of May about 12.000 would have 
entered Isracl and that another 11,000 
or so would follow. 

He emphatically denied the reports 
that had appeared in some newspapers 
that the position of Jews in Egypt had 
improved. It was a fact, he stated. that 
the Jews whose property and busimes«cs 
had been frozen by the Egypiian 
Government were allowed to act as the 
managers of their own properties, but 
they were still controlled by the 
Egyptian Government. To all intents 
ang purposes the Jews of Egypt as an 
organised body had ceased to exist, 
he said, 

Mr. Shragai paid tribute to the Polish 
Government winch had shown good will 
and a favourable atintude towards the 
problem of reuniting families in Israel.

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SHAVUOT 


TODAY is Rosh Chodesh Sivan 
and the Omer Days which we have 
been counting since Passover are 
néaring their conclusion. Next 
Tuesday evening, with the period 
of the Sefirah completed, we shall 
inaugurate the two-day Festival of 
Shavuot. Its very name—Feast of 
Weeks-—indicates its significance. 
Seven weeks after Passover, the 
Season of our Freedom, comes its 
fulfilment in this Season of the 
Giving of our Law. “Let My 
people go that they may serve Me.” 
The liberation of our forefathers 
from Egyptian tyranny was the 
prelude to their acceptance of the 
Torah at Sinai. The Divine Reve- 
lation at Sinai over 3,000 years ago 
calls us to solemn remembrance of 
its everlasting religious message. 


It is true that since last November 
the name of Sinai has become well 
enough known 
world. Rulers and peoples have 
suddenly been made aware of the 
existence of this piace, which has 
been discussed by international 
assemblies and national parilia- 
ments It is by now a familiar 
word to politicians and soldiers, to 
lawyers and scientists, to house- 
wives and school children in all 
lands. At one time‘the Israeli flag 
was triumphantly raised on_ the 
summit of Mount Sinai, and claims 
were advanced for its inclusion 
within the Israeli borders. “ The 
Sinai campaign,” or “ before and 
after Sinai,” have become common 
turns of everyday speech since the 
recent military operations. Yet 
this new and widespread fame 
which Sinai has acquired certainly 
does not indicate that the: original 
message of Shavuot need no 
longer be proclaimed abroad. 


Ihe two chapters from Exodus 
which form the Sidra for the first 
day of our Festival relate how 
Israel received at Sinai the Torah 
in trust for mankind: “ Ye have 
seen, what I did unto the Egyptians, 
and how | bore you on eagles 
wings, and brought you unto My- 
sell Now therefore, if ye will 
hearken unto My voice indeed, and 
keep»My covenant, then ye shall 
be Mine own treasure from among 
all peoples; for all the earth is 
Mine ; and ye shall be unto Me a 
kingdom of priests and a holy 
nation. Rabbinic commentators 
have constantly stressed the univer- 
sality of this mission. This portion 
of Scripture, so they point out, 
bears the name of Moses’s father- 
in-law, Jethro, a heathen priest who 
came to worship the One God. As 
Sivan has the sign of the Gemini 
(twins) in the Zodiac, this month 
was said to have been specially 
chosen for the promulgation of 
Commandments which were in- 
tended both for Israel and also for 
his twin brother, Esau, the repre- 
sentative of the Gentile world. The 
Divine words were believed to have 
been translated into 70 languages, 
so that their meaning might 
be understood by all peoples. And 
perhaps most significantly of all, 
it was explained that the Torah 
was designedly not given. within 
the borders of the Land of Israel, 
in order that other nations might not 
disclaim their share in it. . Rather 
was the Torah revealed in. the 
wilderness, as 2 symbol that it was 
no exclusive possession but free and 
accessible to all. ,Such homiletical 
interpretations denote how  pro- 
foundly the rabbis regarded the 


Revelation at Sinai as a source of. 


blessing not only for Israel but for 
all mankind. 


In our flower-bedecked syna- 

gogues we shall read the awe-inspir- 

‘* ing account of the proclamation of 
the Ten Commandments. These con- 
stitute not only the quintessence of 

- the Mosaic Law but the foundations 
of human civilisation. During the 
recent controversy about the future 

- of Sinai, a proposal was made by 
-an_all-party group of British M.P.s 
i that the sovereignty of Sinai should 
a, be vested in the United Nations, 
which might there establish the 
4 first base for a permanent world 


throughout the . 


constabulary, This proposal 


not adopted, although its implemen- 
tation might have made another 
great contribution to world peace 
and. happiness in true accord 
with those moral principles which 
first issued from Sinai for the 
world’s guidance and salvation. 
Yet whatever may be the failings 
of each generation and however 
overshadowed may appear the con- 
temporary scene, this Festival bids 
us renew our faith in those Divine 
values which transcend time and 
place and have universal and ever- 
lasting validity. 


LOYALTIES 


HOWEVER much we may wish to 
overlook it, the fact remains that 
the establishment of the State of 
Israel has presented us all with a 
new set of ideologies which some- 
times drive us into sharp conflict 
with our previously held notions. 
This is a condition which not only 
affects Jews in the Diaspora but also 
those in Israel itself. When it comes 
to speaking of Israel, the inter- 
nationalist finds himself defend- 
ing nationalism, the capitalist sup- 
porting practical socialism, the 
socialist at odds with the Labour 
Party, while in Israel itself Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, the ardent socialist, 
accepts the Eisenhower Doctrine 
and in doing so lands himself «in 
difficulties with those Left-wing 
members of his Government whose 
loyalties in the war of ideas are 
closer to Moscow than -to Wash- 
ington. 


There is, indeed, a certain irony 
in the situation. So long as the 
Great Powers—especially the U.S.A. 
and U.S.S.R.—continue to wage a 
cold war throughout the world, a 
tuSsie 1s maintamed for the idgo- 
logical loyalty of every independent 
State. The. so<alled “ Progres- 
sives " tend to side with the Eastern 
bloc and the more conservative with 
the Western—and yet Israel is 
probably among the most truly 
progressive of all. Various countries 
have striven to avoid being caught 
up in this conflict and. have pro- 
claimed their neutrality, and some, 
hike India, have hoped that they 
can exploit the rivalry of the Great 
Powers to their own advantage. 
Recognising the extreme import- 
ance of the Middle East, the 
Americans proclaimed the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine im an endeavour 
to cajole the countries of that area 
to join the anti-Communist bloc 
in-exchange for economic aid, and 
Mr. James Richards was sent to 
expound the policy. Saudi Arabia, 
Iraq, Lebanon, Libya and Morocco 
have accepted or are likely to accept 
the Doctrine, and last week Mr. 
Ben-Gurion precipitated a political 
crisis by giving his Government's 
support to its basic principles. 


The statement which he issued. 


(reported on page | of our issue 
last week) was couched in such 
moderate terms, with no direci 
reference to Communism, that it 
might have been thought to. be 
sufficiently unprovocative as to be 
incapable of offending anyone, Ict 
alone members of Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
Coalition Government. None the 
less, the underlying intention of the 
Government has been interpreted 
by Mapam and Achdut Avoda as 
being to align Israel with the U.S.A. 
and, therefore, to place it in oppo- 
sition to the U.S.S.R. This is too 
much for their ideological loyalty, 
and hence the present crisis. The 
dissident parties contend that this 
policy will lead to greater friction 
with the Soviet Union, making 
Jewish emigration still more diffi- 
cult, and will put a further obstacle 
in the way of a possible reconcilja- 
tion with those Arab States which 
are opposed to the Doctrine. 
Neither of these arguments is likely 
fo carry much weight today. 
Russian policy has been shown to 
be purely opportunist and hitherto 
quite impervious to Israeli pleas fo: 
better. treatment, while Israel's rela- 
tions with the Arab States are as 
likely—or as unlikely—to improve 
with the Eisenhower Doctrine as 
without it. On the ‘whole, the 
left-wing agitation seems to be 
rather a demonstration of. loyalty 
to a principle than an exercise in 
practical politics. 


A REASONED FAITH | 
In the series “ Views of Youth ” 


which has been appearing in these 
columns it has become increasingly 


apparent that the youth of our

with the problems of religious 
faith and observance. Complete 
freedom of subject is offered to the 
contributors to this feature and it 
is remarkable that so many of them 
have chosen topics connected with 
the faith of Judaism. The general 
trend in these contributions, more- 
over, has not favoured the estab- 
lished religious order. If the 
criticisms can be summarised it 1s 
that the religious establishment, 
which means, of course, the Ortho- 
dox Jewish community, in many 
respects has failed to interpret 
Judaism in contemporary terms so 
that it can be understood by youth 
as relevant to their problems. In 
the light of this apparent reluctance 
of religious leadership to lead, it is 
the more gratifying to be able to 
welcome a step in this direction 
from one of our younger religious 
leaders. A book recently published, 
entitled “We Have Reason to 
Believe,” is based on the premise 
(to which the title gives expression) 
that religious belief need not be 
antagonistic to the full employment 
of human reason. All too often 
has it been necessary to be schizo- 
phrenic ; to keep in one compart- 
ment of the mind the knowledge 
which modern research has 
revealed, and in another the tenets 
of the faith into which we have 
been born and which we" wish to 
perpetuate. Rabbi Dr. Jacobs, the 
author of this volume, has 
courageously undertaken the task 
of trying to effect a synthesis of 
our ancient beliefs and practices 
with modern thought and know- 
ledge. The result is a controversial 
and stimulating book. It is to be 
hoped that this attempt to rein- 
lerpret our traditional faith will be 
widely read and will arouse the 
interest of lay and religious thinkers 
in our community. 


ABRAHAM COHEN 


British Jewry mourns the loss of 
an eminent scholar and a splendid 
leader in the passing of Abraham 
Cohen. His combined achieve- 
ments in the realms both of thought 
and action testify to his exceptional 
gifts of character and personality. 
For forty years he was a minister 
of religion, renowned as a preacher 
and teacher of the spiritual life. 
In the pulpit and pastoral field he 
was an acknowledged master, while 
his written contributions to Anglo- 
Jewish letters and learning won 
him the regard alike of professional 
scholars and of the general laity. 
As the spiritual head of the Birm- 
ingham Jewish community, he co- 
operated closely with the city’s 
clerical and civic ‘leaders, and 
encouraged his congregants to play 
a full part together with their 
fellow-citizens im the promotion of 
all worthy causes for the better- 
ment of the common weal. Eight 
years ago, when he was aged 62, 
and might have been contemplating 
an honoured and_ well-earned 
retirement, he entered upon a 
different and even more exacting 
sphere of labour. He then made 
communal history as the first 
minister of religion to become 
President of the Board of. Deputies. 
In six notable years as the “lay ” 
leader of British Jewry, he ren- 
dered outstanding service by his 
success in bringing back the dissi- 
dent congregations and by his 
many other endeavours which so 
greatly restored the Board's prestige 
and influence. It puzzled some 
people that a spiritual leader should 
have been so successful in this 
severely practical work. But Dr. 
Cohen combined learning with 
wisdom to a degree not always 
found ecclesiastical circles. 
Born and educated in this country, 
he was a splendid exemplar of the 
best Anglo-Jewish tradition of 
culture and tolefance united to a 
love of religious truth. In the clash 
of personal rivalries and partisan 
causes his urbanity and sense of 


fairness never deserted him. He. 


was utterly selfless in his work for 
the community and indeed wore 
himself out in its service. Despite 
ill-health, he continued active to the 
very end. It is less than two years 
since he retired from the Presidency 
of the Board, which only recently 
paid deserved tribute to him on his 
70th birthday. This very month 
he was delivering his regular lec- 
tures at Jews’ College and was busy 
scholarly work and 
researches. On another page will 
be found one of those contributions 
to our literary columns which he 
was always happy to write for our 
readers’ instruction and enjoyment. 
His was a life full of noble work 
and the community will ever 


remember his name for a blessing. . 
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JEWISH PAINTERS FRANCE 


From BARWVIN FRANKEL— Paris 


in Paris has a membership of 

about one hundred. It was 
established before the Second World 
War, when the Nazi persecution 
drove Jewish artists from Germany 
and Austria to the French capital. 

Among the founders of the society 
were many prominent Jewish arusts, 
such as Georges Kars, from Czecho- 
slovakia, Maurice Kiesling, and 
Jacques Lipshits, who had previously 
not taken an active part in Jewish 
communal life. On the other hand, 
the founders also included painters 
like Nachum Aronson, Chagall, and 
Mané-Katz. who were strongly con- 
scious of their Jewishness. 

lhe aims of the society were to help 
the Jewish artist to appreciate the 
national Jewish cultural values; and 
to organise exhibitions 40 arouse a 
wide Jewish interest in art, 

lwo notable exhibitions were held 
by the society before the war--one in 
Paris in 1937, and the other in 
Johannesburg in 1939, 

The majority of the members of 
the society died m concentration 
camps during the last war, and today 
it is only a shadow of its former 
strenath. The depleted ranks of mem- 
bership have, however, been filled by 
vounger painters from Poland, Isracl. 
North Africa. and other countries. 

The society was re-formed in 1945, 
and its aims were the same as those 
before the war: but the conditions 
were totally different. Th: tragic 
events of the war had made a deep 
impression on the painters and had 
affected their form of. expression, 


60 Artists Exhibiting 


Ihe exhibition by 60 Jewish 
painters, which is now being held here, 
helps one to understand the work of 
the large number of Jewish paimters in 
the capital. A complete evaluation of 
the acmevements of jew.sh painters 15, 
however, impossible, as only a few 
of the most prominent Jewish artists 
are exhibiting. Moreover, many of 
the younger Jewish painters have kept 
away from the society. 

Nevertheless, the hundred paintings

-which are being exhibited provide one 


with an idea of the spirit, artistic 
trends, and styles of most of the 
Jewish painters in Paris. The majority 
of the exhibitors belong to the older 
generation, who have remained faith- 
ful to the traditional “ Paris school.” 
Nature remains their main stimulus, 
and they have been described by the 
avant-garde as being old-fashioned. 
Some of the artists represented, the 
so-called abstract painters, have tried 
to describe the inner .confusion and 
malaise of the twentieth century.

tive and ornamental arabesque. It is 
still an art which the ordinary art 
lover can understand. 

The division between the older and 
younger generation of painters is not 
as radical as might appear. What, 
however, is highly significant is the 
disappearance of an artistic tradition.

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THE BOOK

HE Jewish peo has been 
described as “ People of 
the Book.” Though ail 


seneralisations need qualification, 
vet in this instance the description 
is correct. Without this Book of 
Books-—for the Bible, as its Greek 
same Biblia implies, is a library of 
books the Jewish people would 


+ 


not have survived. Homeless and 
defenceless, our people would have 
been swallowed up by their early 
Babylonian and Persian conquerors, 
would have been absorbed by the 
powerful Roman way of life and 
the attractive philosophies of the 
Greeks, and-would have finally been 
assimilated into the folk-ways of the 
nations among whom they found a 
temporary asylum. In gratitude for 
this invincible protection the Jew 
celebrates the Festival of Shavuot, 
a monument to the Bible, as the 
preceding celebration of Pesach is 
a monument to Freedom. 

hrs aspect of Shavuot needs to be 
sed. In-ouwr liturgy we honour it 


as “the Season of the Giving of our 
Forah by it is more than this. It 
points tothe present and the future, 


as well as to the past—to the very 
source of our survival. - In. this 
scentific age it would be fallacious

endowed with the power of being “a 
partner in the works of Creation.” 
This is where the Torah differs so 
radically from other sacred books of 
antiquity, which are full of the exploits 
of gods and goddesses. Further- 
more, the Bible has no Homeric 
heroes. The figures that appear in 
the Torah are endowed with human 
virtues and vices. ._ Because they act 
in a crisis as we would do, they affect 
us more deeply. Job scratching him- 
self with a potsherd in his agony ; 
Rachel and Hannah crying out for 
children, without whom death would 
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be more acceptable , David composing 
an clegy on the death of Saul, or 
lamenting when fleeing from the 
wrath of Absalom his son, make wus 
exclaim : “ There, but for the grace 
of God, go 1.” There is nothing 
remote in our Book of Books. Life 
is touched upon from all angles, and 
matchless wisdom is condensed in 
aphorism, maxim, and gnomic utter- 
ance. 

This teaching of the dignity of man, 
coined in his Maker's likeness, and 
endowed with a soul which js an 
immortal spark of the inconsumable 
eternal fire, is one which our modern 
age dare noi ignore, for that way the 
red light of danger is kindled. One 
of the tragedies of the machine age in 
which we live is that man is beginning 
to regard himself as a skilled mechanic 
and his body as a mere machine. 
Shavuot protests against man being 
regarded or, worse still, regarding him- 
self as a machine. Man is a divine 
being, blessed with a mind which can 
search the distant heavens and fathom 
the depth of the mighty oceans. The 
Torah exhorts us never to forget that 
this framework .of muscles, bones. 
nerves. and blood, essential as they 
are. does not constitute the real us. 
The “real us” are not machines, 
scrapped when no longer useful, but 


beings who have tasks, duties. and 


responsibilities to perform on earth. 
not only to ourselves but for those 
with whom we live. 


Social Injustice 


Thanks. to the Bible all attempts 
to redress wrong and ameliorate the 
pangs caused by injustice have spoken 
with a Hebrew accent. Influenced by 
the injunction to be considerate to the 
poor and helpless, and with the ful- 
minations of the Hebrew Prephets 
against social injustice ringing loud), 
in their ears, noble souls like John 
Howard and Elizabeth Fry struggled 
for the reformation of the English 
penal system.- Under the dynamic 
impact of the Book of Books William 
Wilberforce worked hard for the 
abolition of the slave trade, Robert 
Raikes for educational reforms, and 
the Earl of Shaftesbury for more 
humane Factory Acts. 

The poor have been cared for. the 
wounded and the dying lovingly 
tended in hospitals built by charitable 
endeavour—all because the Bible 
spoke to the hearts of man. Science 
has wrought wonders, but it can never 
take the place of religion. Each is 
compiementary to the other. It is 
as foolish for science to ignore the 
contribution of faith as it is foolish 
for religion to denounce science, Both 
have their legitimate place in life, one 
being concerned with the how of 
things, the other with the why. Science 
must be guided by the Bible if its 
potentials for harm are not to eclipse 
those for good. What the world needs 
today, and the Jewish Festival of 
Shavuot js a colourful and significant 
reminder of this need, is a long period 
of sanity during which to recover 
after the periods of hot war and cold 
peace,

(2)—Culture and Education

S in the field of economic 
reconstruction, so also in 
regard to culture and educa- 

tion, the emancipation of Sov'et 
Jewry was for quite a_ time 
unparalleled in the history of the 
Diaspora. 

AS a consequence of the recognition 
of the Jews aS a nationality, they were 
accorded the right of educating their 
children in Yiddish schools which, like 
all cultural institutions in the Yiddish 
language. were set up and maintained 
by the Government. The system of 
education in Yiddish embraced kinder-

gartens, clementary and secondary 
schools. While there was no com- 
pulsion and Jewish parents were free 
to send their children to schools of 
the national majority, Kussian, 
Ukrainian, and White Russian, the 
proportion of chiidren availing them- 
selves of the Yiddish schools was guile 
considerable: in 1931, according to 
official Statistics, nearly a half (46.6 
per cent) of the total of Jewish 
children of school age in the Ukraine 
received their education in Yiddish 
schools ;. even four. years later the 
respective preportion was still no less 
than one-third 


Ihe same period witnessed the 
flourishing of the Yiddish press, 
Jewish studies and scholarly institu- 


tions. the Yiddish theatre. and Yiddish 
literature. In addition to three daily 
Yiddish newspapers, the Emes in 
Moscow, the SHTERN in Kharkov, and 
the OxTiuBer in Minsk. many local 
papers appeared weekly, and about 
one thousand wall-newspapers were 
published in factories with a large pro- 
portion of Jewish workers. Even more 
impressive was the printing of Yiddish 
books issued by four publishing 
houses: it reached. in 1933, over two 
and a half. milhon copies. True, 
nearly. balf that total consisted of 
text-books for the Yiddish schools. 
while other compilations belonged 
mainly to the cateeory of political 
literature. Nevertheless. even a work 
of belles-lettres averaged 3.000 copics. 

The. flower of Jewish culture tn 
those years has to be considered also 
from the aspect of quality: A pleiad 
of poets. headed by such stars of 
talemt as Peretz Markish, Moshe Kul- 
bak, S. Halkin, Charik, Leib 
Kvitko, and Itzik Feffer, enriched 


A POVERTY-STRICKEN COMMUNITY 


From ABRAHAM SHULMAN—Paris 


OME five years ago | made 
my first acquaintance with 
Moroccan Jews—in an over- 

crowded camp of newly arrived 
olim in Israel. It was somewhere 
on the road between Haifa and Tel 
Aviv, in the speedily gathering dusk, 
and by the light of candles and oi! 
lamps. The mass of Moroccan 
Jews, crowded together in the 
newly erected barracks and clus- 
tered around. speedily erected stalls 
with their amazing array of mer- 
chandise, contrasted strongly with 
the greenness of the cultivated 
Israeli fields and the whiteness of 
the cities. 

My visit to Israel was too brief, the 
days were too hurried, and the experi- 
ences too absorbing to leave time to 
establish closer contacts with the dark- 
skinned population which had arrived 
there from North Africa. Later I 
found them. everywhere, mostly in the 
huts which were crowded together in 
the immigrants’ camps. There were 
others, however, who were driving 
cars, working in the fields, serving in 
the police, sitting in offices, and wear- 
ing military uniforms. 

One impression remained vividly in 
my mind—-my encounter with Moroc- 
can Jewish children.

it is, however, very strange that the 
emigration of the former colonialists 
from Morocco does not arouse the 
least enthusiasm “among the now 
autonomous population. 
while ago hundreds of thousands of 
young. Moroccans used to shout the 
slogan “ Out with the French.” Now 
the French are really going, but the 
fulfilment of the wish does not bring 
joy to anybody. The French are 
leaving, the factories are being closed, 
the landowners are forsaking their 
farms, and unemployment is growing. 
The elegant shops are losing their cus- 
tomers, the European character of the 
wonderfully built up towns and ports 
is beginning to lose its splendour 

Forty-five years ago Morocco was 
an Arab country with a backward 
African standard of life. If the slogan 
“Out with the French!” becomes a 
100-per-cent reality, those forty-five 
years of Europeanisation will have lost 
their physical and spiritual significance. 

For ten days I wandered through 
the Jewish quarters of the largest 
Moroccan towns, and I asked myself 
the questions: “ How did Moroccan 
independence affect the position of the 
Jews there ? What is the position of 
the 180,000 Jews who have been 
turned from being inhabitants of a 
French Protectorate into citizens of 
an Arab State ? Has the new politi- 
cal reality brought about a change in 
Moroccan Jewish life?”

l. visited ten of the lareer and 
smaller Moroccan towns, in. every 
one of which I walked through

Jewish Autonomy 


For a full picture of Jewish culture 
in the Soviet Union we have also to 
consider Jewish autonomy, including 
the recognition of Yiddish as an 
Official language. In scores of towns 
m the Ukraine md White Russia uth 
a Jewish majority the language of the 
local Soviets was officially Yiddish: 
in White Russia, where Jews consti- 
tuted a larger proportion than in any 
other Soviet republic, Yiddish was for 
Many purposes recognised as one of 
the four official languages in the entire 
country. Over the railway station at 
Minsk appeared the name of the cits 
in Hebrew together with that in Latin 
and Russian characters. Even in the 
large Ukrainian and White Russian 
cities where Jews were in minority 
the official language on notice-boards 
and in the courts in Jewish city 
quarters was Yiddish. With the pro- 
gress Of Jewish land colonisation in 
Southern Ukraine and im the Crimea, 
five entire districts were procla'med 
Jewish autonomous districts with 
Yiddish as the official language: 
the last of those districts Larindorf. 
in the Crimea, was established in 1935. 

In order to enable the Jews to 
develop. a full autonomy. a political 
life of their own, Biro-Bidian in the 
Far East, on the border of Manchuria, 
was proclaimed in 1928 as a territory 
of Jewish colonisation. At first an 
autonomous district only. jt was raised 
in 1934 to the status of a. Jewish 
Autonomous Area. 

Today, when apart from a_ few 
synagogues no trace of Jewish culture 
has been left in the Soviet Union, any 
account of that .quite recent era 
sounds like a legend of a lost paradise. 


Yiddish Schools Closed 


In the middle of the ‘thirties. thers 
had already begun the liquidation of 
Jewish cultural and educational insti- 
tutions. The Jewish Institutes of the 
Academies of Science were then 
reduced in their activity to a miuini- 
mum; the newspaper Emes in 
Moscow ceased publication in the 
autumn of 1937 and the other two 
daily newspapers at the beginning of 
the Second World War. A fatal blow 
to Soviet Jewish culture was the 
gradual closure of Yiddish schools 
within the span of a few years. At 


the outbreak of the Second World 
War rot a single Jewish school 
remained in the Ukraine. [his did 


not hinder the Soviet authorities from 
founding once aggin Yiddish schools 
in the areas newly occupied in 1939 
and 1940—those of Western Ukraine, 
Western White Russia, and Lithuania. 
In the autumn of 1948 came the 
final act in the policy of the Soviet 
Government towards the Jewish popu- 
lation. Simultaneously with the arrest 
and deportation of all the most 
prominent Jewish writers, the Jewish 
Anti-fascist committee, officially 
organised in 1941, was dissolved. the 
onlv remainine Jewish newspaper. the 
AINIGHETT, which had appeared three 
times a week, was ordered to cease 
publication... and the only surviving 
Yiddish publishing house, Emes, in 
Moscow. was closed down. The last 
Tewish enltural institution, the Yiddish 
State Theatre in Moscow, followed 
suit in 1950. The cruel fate of the 
imprisoned Jewish writers was s)m- 
bolic of the violent end of Soviet- 
Jewish culture.

PILGRIMAGE TO HOLLAND 
Manasseh’s ben Israel’s Tombstone 


To the Fditor of Tue Jewrsu CHronicie 


Your Amsterdam 
spondent in last week's issue refers to 
the tombstone of Manassch ben Israel's 
son. Samuel. “ still extant in M ddel 
burg, Holland. is not generally 
known. however, that the renovation, 
in 1911. of this historic tombstone— 
which accounts for its good state of 
preservation—was due entirely to the 
gencrous efforts of a few prominent 
British Jews. headed by Mr. (later Sir) 
J]. A. De Villiers, of the British 
Muscum. 

In Toe Jewrsun Creonicie of Sep: 
tember 15. 1911. the late Rev. Isidore 
Harris, in an article on the old Middel- 
bura cemetery, called aticntion to the 
dilapidated condiiion of the tomb of 
Samuc! Manassch ben Isracl. who was 
buried there in 1657. The response was 
spontaneous. A few British Jews, with 
the vigorous support of THe JewrsH 
collecied the necessary funds, 
ind Samuel's tomb was completciy 
restored and reconsecraicd in May. 1912.

This book is a scholarly study of 
the English religious, pre-Zionist 
Movement for the restoration of the 
Jewish nation to the Holy Land. Dr. 
Kobler is the first to describe the 
whole movement from the seventeenth 
to the twentieth centuries, and to 
analyse it aS part of British religious, 
social, and political history, and 
relate if to currrent theology and 
political conditions. + In fact, the 
English Millennarians preceded the 
Jewish Zionists. From the middle of 
the nineteenth cenftiry, however, the 
two groups worked together. So Lord 
Shaftesbury and Benisch, George Eliot 
and Ben Yahuda, Laurence Oliphant, 
and the Lovers of Zion, and, finally, 
the Rev. W. Hechler and Herz] were 
linked. Dr. Kobler thinks that George 
Flot was acquainted with the writings 
of Moses Hess. He does not note that 
she may have in turn affected Balfour, 
whom she met in her later years at 
Cambridge when he was a student 

lf the earlier part of the’ book, 
summarising the doctrines of the 
seventcenth- and = eighteenth-century 
divines about the return of Jews to 
the Land as a step to their conver- 
sion to Christianity, tends to be a 
catalogue, the later part, which 
touches on the practical, humanitarian, 
and juridical application of the return 
in the earliest Jewish colonisation, has 
a lyrical fervour. There was a charac- 
teristically English practical develop- 
ment of religious theories. England. 
as Herzl wrote. was the Archwumedean 
for the Zionist Movement and 
the Balfour Declaration had deep 
roots in. Enghsh religious tradition as 
well as in Jewish Messianic faith. The 
book contains many interes‘ing side 
lights. Philosophers and mathem..t 
cans, lke Lecke, Newton and 
Priestley, as well as poets, like Byron 
and Browning, and politicians, irke 
Palmerston and Lioyd-Gicorgc, were 
moved by the religious idea

STAMP NOTES 


The Interest in 
Postmarks 
Ry L. N. and WILLIAMS 


Some weeks ago we wrote about 
the Magen David in stamp designs 
and postmarks, and mentioned that it 
is found in some postmarks used on 
Russian stamps of the nineteenth 
century. A Finchley reader sent us a 
specimen bearing a particularly clear 
impression Of this mark, and asked 
whether we could identify it and if it 
had any special Jewish significance. 

A Russian specialist. to whom we 

showed the 
stamp, soon 
provided the 
required infor- 
mation. in the 
centre of the 
shield appeared 
the figure 5, and 
this was the 
clue to the post- 
mark's origin, 
for uw was used 
in the fifth dis- 

Nineteenth-century trict of 

Russian postmark Peversburg (as 

it then was). 
There were nine postal districts in the city 
at that tome, and each had a diflerent 
geometrical design with the appropriate 
numeral in the centre) The fact that the 
hitth disirict used a Magen David was 
just comeidental, and of no special 
sigmiiicance 

Although adhesive postage siamps are 
the maimstay of philately. there can be 
no doubt that the study of postal mark- 
ings achieving ever-greater mportance : 
indeed, a fare postmark can add 
tremendousiy to a stamp'’s interest and 
market value. This is obvious from the 
sirong Market existing in stamps ot the 
Ausirian, German, and Russian 
Levamt which were used in Palestine 
At one time a stamp of the Austrian 
Levant used at, sav. Jaffa. was regarded 
as being perfectivy normal, as, in fact. 
it ws: but the large number of people 
who now want to preface their collec- 
tions of Israel wih specimens like that 
have created a huge demand, and as a 
result the prices have soared 

There w also very keen interest m the 
postmarks of other countries, notably 
Great Britam In 1840. when the first 
stamps were issued, the posimark used 
by all offices was what philatelists refer 
to as a Makese cross. Although as far 
as the Post Office was concerned all the 
postmarks were the same, sheht differ- 
ences mn the shape and other 
characteristics are recogmsed by col- 
lectors as having been employed by 
certam offices. 
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NEUTRALITY TREND 
IN ISRAEL 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“The tendency in Israel today is 
towards neutrahty, not only because 
what we have done up to now docs 
not pay but because it is the only 
position which we can adopt,” stated 
Mr, Meir Grossman, member of the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency and 
head of its External Affairs Depart- 
ment, at a meeting convened by the 
British General Zionist (Klalim) Com- 
mittee held last week at 32 Maida 
Vale, W.8 (the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
F. Engel). Mr. S. Landman presided. 

Dealing with the question of the 
political tendency in the country today 
Mr. Grossman said that Israc! had 
always favoured close association with 
the West and the majority of its people 
believed that their interests were closely 
bound up with those of the Western 
Powers. This mood, he sid, had 
changed and they had lost thew confi- 
dence in the United Nations, “* Some of 
us," he said. “now think more and 
more that we should avoid any coOnnec- 
tion with any dioc.” 

Speaking about the internal situation 
he spoke of the great dissatisfaction of 
the middle-classes, who believed that they 
were living under the tremendous pres- 
sure of the tax machine and that the 
middle-class immigrants were not being 
properly assisted.

Individual Responsibility 


Maimonides, writing on the moral 


responsibility of the mndividual. 
elaborated this idea by saying that 


should regard ‘himself as if he were 
half innocent and half guilty and 
should regard the whole of man- 
kind thus. If, then, he commits one 
more sin he presses down the scale oi 
guilt against himself and the whole 
world and causes its destruction. 
Conversely the same process follows 
with merit.” Thus each individual 
can fulfil and justify his existence 
with regard to himself and Judaism 
as a whole 

If we will take # on ourselves to 
re-cxamine and discover honestly and 
conscientiously our attitude to 
Judaism then we cannot. deny its 
living force and application to our 
everyday hves. We may reproach our 
circumstances, teachers. and families 
or unjustly——for our present 
confusion. but it lies within ourselves 
to help to bring about a remedy by) 
ensuring that “all thy children shall 
be taught of the Lord and great shall 
be the peace of thy children.” For 
“if Tam not for myself, who will be 
for me? And being for my own self. 
what am I? And if not now, when?”

By AUNTIE 


ODAY we will talk about our 
 « Festival that occurs next Wed- 
nesday and Thursday. | am 
referring of course to Shavuot. It is 
one of the three great festivals 
67559 when the Israelites left 
home to go to the Temple in Jeru- 
salem, there to lay their offerings on 
Gods altar. 


. Why is it called Shavuot, | hear 
one of you ask. Moses told the 
Israelites to count seven weeks from 
Passover (the barley harvest) and then 
to bring their offering of the first ripe 
fruits At the end of the first day 
of Pesach each kibbutz in Israel cuts 
its barley offering. 1 had a delightful 


letter the other day describing the 
ceremony. The -children were all 
present in clean, white blouses and 
blue shorts. and thew were thrilled 
when their own batch of barley was 
cut and offered. 


The First Fruits 


After the cutting of the Omer come 
the 49 days of counting, and what 
busy weeks they are! Although the 
sun is so hot, the Israchs of olden 
times. as well as the young Israelis of 
this modern age. work on cultivating 
food. And what a pleasure it is. when 
the first fruits are gathered assembled, 
and offered to God as an act of grati- 
tude from His children ! 


Bul other reason for keeping 
this festival is because the giving of 
the Law on Mount Sinai took place 

¥ exactly seven weeks after the Israelites 
eft Eevpt.. Sinai itself was shrouded 
in smoke and the mountain shook, 
while amid thunder and lightning the 
sholfar sounded. God had made Israel 
into a free nation, and now He gave 
the laws which must be kept if the 
people wished “to lead happy lives.

You know all these Commandments. 


do you not ?. There are many clever 
ones among you, who no doubt can 
repeat them in Hebrew. This is fine 


and 1 like jt very much, but I do hope 
you trv to understand the sprrit of 
each Commandment. The mere keep- 


ing to the letter of .the law is not 
enough; waken your spirit. so that 
you may hear Ged’s. voice through 


the letter and then you will know what 
to do. 

While you are still young you are 
guided by your dear parents. It is 
by showing them honour and 
obedience that you are faithful to 
God's laws.

THE KAMENITZER 


By JOSEF FRAENKEL 


OLLOWING upon the 

pogroms in Russia and the 

appearance of the booklet 
“ Auto-Emancipation,” by Leo 
Pinsker (1882), Chovevei Zion 
Societies were formed in various 
countries, but not in England, in 
spite of the fact that during the 
nineteenth century more books on 
the “ Restoration of Israel” were 
published here than in all the rest 
of Europe. In 1882 Colonel Albert 
E. Goldsmid called for “a little 
organisation and tact “ to ensure the 
“security of the colony” and 
offered to undertake the task him- 
self, but nothing came of it. Repre- 
sentatives from England attended 
the Kattowitz Conference (1854), 
but still no Chovevei Zion Society 
was established. In 1885 some 


further attempts were made, but 
without success. 
in the Kadimah'” was 


formed in Vienna by Perez Smolensky. 
Mathias Acher. M. T. Schnirer, and 
Ruben Bierer. Five years later, under 
the influence of Vienna, a “ Kadimah”™ 
group came into existence in London. 
Soon there were 45 members, but 
though Jewish colonisation in 
Palestine was discussed, there were no 
active developments—just an endless 
debate. One group wanted to occupy 
itself solely with social and cultural 
work among the newly arrived immr 
grants in Whitechapel, but the others 
considered that their activities should 
be in accord with the spirit of the 
Choveve: Zion, 


Political Refugee 


Then in 1890 a political refugee 
arrived iw London—the Kamenitzer 
Magegid (preacher) He had been 
compelled to leave Russia, where he 
had been denounced as a ~ revo 
lutionary. His name was Chaim 


Zunde!l Maccoby and he was known 
as an ardent Choveve: Zionist. Soon 
he was invited to speak at a meeting 
of the “Kadimah”™ ‘tkebruary 1. 
1890). His passionate speech electri- 
fied his listeners... They were seized 
with a desire for Palestine. He was 
the finest speaker Whitechapel had vet 
heard and was at that time regarded as 


the greatest oratcr of the Jewish

Soon Chovevei Zion tents sprang up 
in London and in the provinces and 
the first meeting of the “ Head- 
quarter Tent ~ took place on Sunday. 
July 12, 1891, in the Bevis Marks 
Synagogue. Thirty leading personali- 
ties were there, among them “ Chief ” 
Elim H. d’Avigdor, Colonel Albert E.

The narrow streets of the meilahs 
proclaim their poverty. The Jews 
there, wrapped in their black 
jebellahs, and with their skullcaps on 
their heads, are pathetic figures, born 
in the nerve cells of a feverish fan- 
tasy. | went through the mellah 
Streets of Casablanca, accompanied By 
a fellow-worker from the “ Joint.” 
Englishwoman named Garson, who. a 
spite of her experiences in the mellah 
extendmg over many years. could not 
hide am expression of deep sadness. 
Only thanks to her did | have the 
courage to enter the crowded mellah 
houses cramped together like chicken 
coops, with no windows, and not even 
a reflection of daylight. The doors of 
Six Or cight tiny rooms of one of the

places 1 visited opened on to a small 
courtyard, where a pale reflection of 
light was all that the eight or ten 
persons crowded together in 
rooms could enjoy. The 
nancy of the scene was he grit 
the fact that these unfortunate people. 
many sick and blind and some mere 
skeletons of humanity, afflicted with 
skin diseases. were Jewish men and 
womef. 

There 1s nothing 
mellah streets, although there is a 
great variety of colour; but it is a 
coloration depicting varying degrees 
of human. distress and of hopeless 
poverty. On both sides of the narrow 
are so-called “shops,” which 
im fact. are no more than openings in 
the walls, to which the “merchant ” 
must gain access with the help of a 
stick. Who are the buvers that pur- 
chase the plates with the fly-covered 
meat cuts or the cakes greased with 
cheap svrup ’ Certainly not the beggars 
who stand there as though glued to 
the cobblestones, with their bony arms 
hanging down, or others who sit as 
though petrified by a piece of cloth 
spread out and containing a few brass 
spoons, a few onions, or a bunch of 
radishes.

In one of those. mellah— streets, 
where the two opposite walls nearly 
touch each other, I. witnessed a 
scene which made a terrible impres- 
sion on me. Through an.open door 
| saw a square room without windows 
which had four benches next to the 
walls, and the benches were occupied 
by children closely crowded together 
and aged four or five or six. In front 
of every couple of children there was 
lying a page torn out from a Siddur, 
and in the middle of those four rows 
of children there was Standing a 
Melammed, a Jew wrapped in a black 
Kapotte, with a matied white and black 
beard, and with a leather strap in his 
hand. What stirred one to the very 
depths of the emotions was not only 
the white faces of the children or 
their disease-ridden bodies and eves. 
but, above all, the fact that on the 
lips of those children there was not 
a hint of-a smile. The mellah reality 
had taken from those four- or five- 
year-olds the only privilege given to 
children: and had transformed them 
into grim realities of affliction and 
poverty. 

Before | arrived in Morocco | had 
got in touch with various Jewish
